Holidays  with  Pay 


IN  our  Motor  Trade  Parliament,  a  reader  protests  against 
the  recent  award  of  the  National  Arbitration  Tribunal  of 
a  second  week’s  annual  holiday  with  pay  for  employees  in 
the  motor  vehicle  retail  and  repairing  trade.  That  is  to  say, 
a  fortnight’s  paid  holiday  in  all.  It  will  take  effect  in  1952. 

This  employer,  be  it  noted,  is  no  “ogre.”  For  the  past  20 
years  he  has  voluntarily  granted  all  his  employees  one  week’s 
holiday  with  pay.  Equally  readily,  he  pays  them  wages  higher 
than  the  agreed  rates.  He  is  therefore  an  old,  sincere  and 
proved  subscriber  to  the  principle  that  employees  should  get 
a  real  break  from  work,  free  from  financial  worries.  This  is  a 
principle,  incidentally,  which  “The  G.  and  M.A.”  has  supported 
since  the  paper  was  born  nearly  40  years  ago. 

What  then,  is  the  reason  for  our  reader’s  protest?  Economic 
considerations  apart,  in  our  view  he  is  simply  voicing  the 
average  Briton’s  Inborn  objection  to  having  decisions  taken 
out  of  his  hands.  He  resents  being  told  by  authority  what 
is  best  for  him  and  his  business.  And  in  that  particular  we 
agree  with  him  wholeheartedly. 

Being  a  reasonable  man.  however,  he  and  all  the  many 
other  employers  like  him  will  no  doubt  see,  on  reflection,  that 
the  common-sense  and  Just  holidays-with-pay  principle  will 
not  do  the  good  that  it  is  intended  to  do  unless  and  until  it 
is  applied  without  discrimination.  In  other  words,  there  will 
always  be  cause  for  discontent  while  office  staff  get  better 
treatment  than  workshop  staff. 

Sooner  or  later,  of  course,  our  reader  would  himself  have 
made  the  decision  to  grant  two  weeks’  holiday  with  pay. 
Sooner  or  later  all  good  reforms  become  universal,  as  men  get 
time  to  observe  the  benefits  that  they  bring. 


Unfortunately,  reform  which  is  enforced  through  the  im¬ 
patience  of  the  other  side  tends  to  kill  the  desire  to  Institute 
further  reform.  The  objection  to  compul¬ 
sory  virtue  Is  Just  as  understandable  as  Is 
the  lack  of  patience  which  finally  results  in 
a  demand  for  enforcement  of  the  virtue.

Shopfronts  and  Taxation 

Will  hardship  be  removed  ? 


Committee’s  recommendation 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Taxation  of  Trading  Profits, 
recently  published,  recommends 
that  depreciation  allowances  be  given 
for  commercial  buildings  and  on 
alterations  and  Improvements  to 
existing  businesses. 

One  important  effect  of  this  would 
be  to  remove  the  hardship  which  re- 
-Wlers  have  had  to  undergo  in  recent 
years  in  the  treatment  of  shopfronts 
and  fixtures  for  taxation  purposes,  for 
it  would  entitle  them  to  wipe  off  such 
costs,  which  at  present  they  are  not 


allowed  to  deduct  as  revenue  expendi¬ 
ture. 

The  committee  make  no  proposal 
with  regard  to  the  valuation  of  stock 
for  balance-sheet  purposes,  but  notes 
that  the  Inland  Revenue  do  not  now 
object  to  traders  adopting  the  policy 
of  cost  or  market  value,  whichever  is 
the  lower,  in  relation  to  particular 
items  of  stock  as  against  valuation 
of  stock  as  a  whole. 

In  the  past,  tax  inspectors  have 
ruled  that  stock  at  cost  or  market 
value  principle  must  be  observed  for 
the  whole. — M.H.

Simple  economic  facts 
“  /^^NE  day  we  shall  wake  up  to 
f  Ithe  fact  that  to  maintain  our 
standard  of  living.  Britain 
must  become  a  manufacturing  nation 
second  to  none,”  said  Managing  Direc¬ 
tor  Sir  Charles  Bartlett,  of  Vaux- 
hall  Motors.  Ltd.,  when  speaking  at 
a  lunch  at  Luton  last  week  to  celebrate 
the  introduction  of  the  new  models. 
He  said  It  was  time  we  learnt  a  few 
simple  economic  facts  and  realised 
that  we  were  an  island  nation  with 
few  raw  materials,  dependent  for  50 
per  cent,  of  our  food  on  outside 
sources. 

People  were  becoming  too  apathetic  In 
tills  country,  said  Sir  Charles.  They  were 
content  to  leave  things  to  others  without 
trying  to  do  something  about  the  situation 
themselves. 

The  spiral  of  Inflation  had  not  yet  reached 
Its  height,  but  the  higher  It  went  the 
greater  the  danger  of  a  cra.sh. 

Why  did  people  not  realise  that  greater 
pruductlvity  per  person  was  Hie  secret  of 
the  future’?  By  productivity  he  did  not 
mean  that  It  .should  be  obtained  by  the 


sweat  of  their  brows,  but  by  making  full 
use  of  modern  equipment  and  tools,  and 
by  the  right  mental  attitude,  which  this 
country  was  a  long  way  from  having. 

One  day.  the  country  would  get  the 
leadership  It  deserved.  First  things  would 
be  placed  first  and  restrictions  eased. 

"We  at  Vauxhall  Motors  have  been  pre¬ 
paring  for  that  day.  We  have  equipped  a 
new  factory,  hut  we  are  still  limited  to  the 
same  volume  of  production  as  we  obtained 
from  our  old  factory  In  1949.  We  are  thas 
left  nursing  an  £lli  million  baby  with  no 
practical  results  to  show  for  our  expendi¬ 
ture.  But  we  hope  that  one  day  we  shall 
be  able  to  show  what  we  can  do.’’ 


Drop  in  exports 

Owing  to  restrictions.  Britain  would  ex¬ 
port  50,000  fewer  vehicles  this  year,  and 
probably  the  same  number  fewer  next  year. 
“This  may  be  the  way  to  run  a  country,  but 
I  have  my  doubts.”  said  Sir  Charles. 

Restrictions  on  output  were  pu.shlng  up 
overheads,  which  should  be  brought  down, 
not  pushed  up  against  rising  costs.  “This 
new  car  need  not  have  cost  any  more  than 
the  previous  model  save  for  the  Incubus 
round  our  necks.”

Cut-Prices? 


Charles  said  the  Government  appeared  to 
have  got  into  one  of  its  standard  mental 
confusions.  It  was  confusing  price  main¬ 
tenance  with  price  rings,  trusts  and  asso¬ 
ciations,  which  were  a  dry  rot  in  the  British 
system.  There  was  no  price-hxing  in  the 
motor  industry.  “I  should  like  like  hell  to 
sit  down  with  other  members  of  the  motor 
industry  and  tlx  a  common  price  for  our 
cars.  The  clash  of  personalities  that  would 
result  would  be  most  Interesting.” 

As  manufacturers,  they  had  to  arrange 
conditions  of  sale  that  would  attract  decent, 
honest  people  to  handle  their  products.  In 
any  event,  the  public  were  the  final  Judges, 
for  they  would  have  to  choose  between  cut 
prices  and  after-sales  service. 

Dealers  would  have  to  rely  on  parts  and 
service,  rather  than  on  new  cars  for  at  least 
the  next  year  or  so,  service  for  the  decrepit 
old  cars  that  should  have  been  swept  away 
long  since.  He  was  very  much  afraid  that 
the  promised  allocation  of  80,000  cars  for 
the  home  market  in  195‘i  might  he  reduced. 
“It  is  time  we  in  the  Industry  woke  up  to 
the  fact  that  there  is  something  we  can  do 
about  it  Is  every  ton  of  coal  that  can 
be  dug  being  raised  to  the  surface?  Is 
every  scrap  of  steel  that  can  be  made 
being  obtained?  Of  course  not.” 

Their  country  would  not  be  content  to 
sit  in  everlasting  twilight  waiting  for  the 


daybreak.  The  policy  they  at  Vauxhall 
Motors  were  following  was  based  on  their 
belief  that  the  present  situation  could  not 
continue  indefinitely,  that  competitive  trad¬ 
ing  might  break  out  five  years  sooner  than 
many  expected.  They  wanted  to  make  an 
honest  product  and  to  sell  it  in  an  honest 
way. 

Proposing  the  toast  of  “The  Guests.” 
Chairman  G.  N.  Vanslttart,  of  Vauxhall 
Motors,  said  that  dealers  had  suffered  many 
disappointments  over  the  past  five  years. 
Nevertheless,  the  Vauxhall  distribution  sys¬ 
tem  was  unrivalled  in  the  country  and  un¬ 
surpassed  in  the  world.  When  it  was  once 
more  necessary  to  sell  cars,  dealers  could 
be  relied  on  to  build  up  a  selling  organisa¬ 
tion  equal  to  the  parts  and  service  organisa¬ 
tion  they  had  created. 

Triumph  over  difficulties 

Replying  on  behalf  of  Vauxhall  distri¬ 
butors  and  dealers  from  Southern  England, 
of  whom  more  than  150  were  present,  A. 
Frazer  Durdin  congratulated  Vauxhall 
Motors  on  the  new  models,  which  were  a 
triumph  for  the  production  engineers  over 
raw  material  shortages.  The  problems  of 
tbe  Israelites  were  small  in  comparison,  and 
that  also  applied  to  the  retail  trade  and  its 
struggle  to  repair  aged  cars  without  parts. 

Government  action  on  price  maintenance 
might  see  all  their  careful  arrangements 
Jettisoned  as  a  result  of  poor  advice.  Then, 
new  trading  conditions  would  prevail,  but 
he  was  sure  that  Vauxhall  Motors  realised 
their  success  was  dependent  on  a  prosperous 
dealer  organl.sation. 
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Build-as-you-please  Steelwork 

Unit  principle  reduces  erection  time 


Suitable  for  garages 

OR  many  years  the  Structural 
Steelwork  Division  of  Chamber- 
lain  Industries,  Ltd.,  of  Staffa 
Road,  Leyton,  E.IO,  have  experimented 
with  the  idea  of  producing  a  simpli¬ 
fied  form  of  steel  building  construc¬ 
tion,  using  the  unit  principle,  which 
would  greatly  reduce  erection  and 
fabrication  time. 

The  steel-framed  buildings  now  being 
marketed  by  this  firm  are  specially  suit¬ 
able  for  use  as  offices,  garages,  warehouses, 
.workshops,  and  so  on. 

They  are  of  unit  construction,  designed 
to  facilitate  rapid  and  easy  assembly,  and 
can  be  provided  In  widths  of  36,  48,  and 
60  ft.  The  trusses  are  placed  at  10  ft. 
Intervals,  enabling  any  reasonable  length 
of  building  to  be  constructed,  and  the 
height  can  be  adjusted  as  required  from 
12  to  14.  16  or  18  ft. 

The  steelwork,  consisting  of  stanchions. 
%ru.sses,  purlins,  sheeting  rails,  and  gable 
ends,  forms  a  complete  structure  with  ail 
the  necessary  bolts,  cleats  and  connections. 
One  coat  of  paint  is  given  to  all  steelwork 
before  dispatch.  The  corrugated  asbestos 
sheeting  Includes  all  the  necessary  acces¬ 
sories. 

The  patent  glazing  consists  of  6ft.  wired 
cast  glass  for  roof  only,  complete  with  Her¬ 
cules  aluminium  glazing  bars,  and  lead 
flashings,  with  all  the  necessary  clips  and 
fittings. 

Gutters,  constructed  of  Jin.  thickness 
pressed  steel,  are  complete  with  the  neces¬ 


sary  gutter  straps,  stop  ends,  outlets  and 
down  pipes  to  each  side  elevation,  with  the 
necessary  brackets  and  shoes. 

The  5ft.  square  metal  sashes  are  of  stan¬ 
dard  construction,  and  the  centre  portion 
opens  with  pivot  hinges  for  ventilation  pur¬ 
poses. 

Steel-framed  corrugated  iron  sheeted  slid¬ 
ing  doors  at  the  gable  end  of  each  building 
provide  an  opening  12ft.  wide  with  a  height 
suitable  to  that  of  the  building,  and  are 
provided  with  Ctobum  track,  rails  and 
guides. 

A  full  set  of  drawings  is  provided,  show¬ 
ing  the  general  arrangement  of  the  build¬ 
ing.  and  details  for  its  construction. 

Three  types  of  standard  buildings  have 
been  designed.  No.  1  building  measures 
36ft.  X  120ft.  X  14ft.  clear  height;  No.  2, 
48ft.  X  100ft.  X  14ft.  clear  height;  No.  3. 
60ft.  X  80ft.  X  14ft.  clear  height.

This  week  lie  has  dis¬ 
tilled  a  few  of  Ills  impressions  of  the 
Canadian  retail  motor  trade  in  tlie 
liope  that  they  will  make  an  interest¬ 
ing  comparison  with  conditions  over 
here. 


Little  to  teach  us 

There  are  two  kinds  of  tourists, 
those  who  regard  the  countries 
they  visit  through  rose-tinted 
spectacles,  and  those  who  look  through 
clear  glass.  The  former  return,  and 
can  find  no  joy  in  their  own  countries. 

The  class  to  which  I  hope  I  belong 
may  be  gathered  from  my  opinion  that 
Canadian  garagists  have  little  to  teach 
their  British  cousins.  And  this  in 
spite  of  the  fact  that  the  majority  of 
Canadian  garages  are  just  over  the 
border  from  the  U.S.A.,  where,  we  are 
sometimes  led  to  believe,  the  motor 
trade  has  the  complete  know-how, 
from  A  to  Zee. 

This  is  not  to  disparage  Canada’s 
flourishing  and  virile  motor  trade.  It 
Is  put  down  simply  to  restore  a  balance 
of  printed  statement  that  has  tended 
recently  to  glorify  garage  service  in 
the  New  World  to  the  detriment  of 
service  in  Great  Britain. 

In  some  ways,  of  course,  the  Can¬ 
adian  motor  dealer  has  the  advantage 
of  his  British  counterpart.  He  has 
plenty  of  cars  to  sell  (more  than 
enough  at  the  moment,  as  a  matter  of 
fact,  but  we  are  assured  that  the  slump

is  only  temporary),  and  he  can  get 
building  materials.  New  garages  are 
accordingly  springing  up  overnight, 
and  dealers  are  seizing  their  oppor¬ 
tunity  with  both  hands.  To  quote  just 
one  instance,  the  Austin  distributors 
Halford  and  Valentine,  in  Calgary, 
started  from  scratch  four  years  ago, 
and  now  have  a  million-dollar  concern. 

But  what  is  behind  the  brave  new 
frontages— and  the  old  ones?  Plenty 
of  good,  solid  stuff,  indeed  —  good 
equipment,  excellent  management  and 
method,  first-class  workmanship.  But 
to  me,  at  least,  there  seemed  some¬ 
thing  lacking,  when  I  thought  of  the 
hundreds  of  British  garages  that  I 
have  been  fortunate  enough  to  inspect. 

And  that  something  I  can  only  call 
a  dearth  of  bright  ideas  —  practical 
notions  devised  by  individual  manage¬ 
ments  for  selling  or  improving  service, 
speeding  up  repair  work,  and  so  on. 
The  sort  of  ideas,  in  short,  that  we 
are  constantly  discovering  in  our 
readers’  premises  and  describing  in 
this  journal, 

ComparatiTe  ingenuity 

I  could  find  more  original  and  In¬ 
genious  individual  ideas  in  a  one-day 
trip  through  the  British  garage  trade 
than  I  found  in  a  fortnight  in  Canada. 

Preventive  maintenance  Is  a  case  in 
point.  Comparatively  little  preventive 
car-care  is  being  offered  by  repairers 
in  Canada.  Lubrication  is  featured 
everj’where,  of  course,  and  sells  well, 
and  a  certain  amount  of  holiday  tune- 
up  service  is  sold.  But  there  Is  a 
general  lack  of  the  sort  of  contract 
service  schemes,  and  the  snappy  ideas 
for  putting  them  over,  that  are  now 
becoming  common  in  Great  Britain.

have  a  special  accessories  department 
with  excellent  displays,  and  many 
have  large  accessory  shops  attached. 

The  number  of  garages  appears,  on 
the  face  of  things,  to  be  astonishing. 
They  sit  cheek  by  jowl  in  all  the  big 
cities,  and  even  the  smallest  village 
usually  boasts  two  or  three  garages 
and  filling  stations.  But  there  are 
such  huge  distances  between  cities, 
and  even  between  villages,  that  the 
actual  number  may  be  relatively  small. 
Accurate  statistics  on  this  point  seem 
to  be  unobtainable. 

”5-minute  wash” 

Competition  between  them  is  fierce, 
each  garage  seeking  to  outdo  its  neigh¬ 
bour  by  the  size  and  eye-catching 
nature  of  its  notices  advertising  quick 
lubrication  service  and  washing.  A 
common  stunt  is  to  advertise  a 
“10-mlnute  Auto  Wash,”  then  cross  out 
the  “10”  and  paint  in  “5.”  “Some 
service,  somewhere,”  as  our  “Jhansi” 
would  say. 

If  you  can  forget  the  notices,  which 
is  difficult,  and  look  at  the  architecture 
behind  them,  the  impression  is  that 
British  garages  are  much  more  varied 
in  design,  and  generally  more  pleasing 
in  appearance.  But  that  impression 
may  be  due  entirely  to  my  conservative 
British  eye,  which  tends  to  look  away 
from  notices  which  shriek,  a  super¬ 
fluity  of  neon  lighting  and  too  bril¬ 
liant  colouring. 

Company-owned  stations 

The  flamboyant  frontages  probably 
have  a  lot  to  do  with  the  fact  that  the 
majority  of  filling  stations  are  owned 
by  the  petrol  companies.  Most  of  the 
really  big  garages  are  privately-owned, 
and  are  Independent  in  every  way,  but 
most  of  the  smaller  places  are  linked 
by  100  per  cent,  agreements  with  petrol 
companies  and,  in  consequence,  get  a 
company  palnt-up  from  time  to  time.

One 
of  these  latter,  incidentally,  has  the 
surprising  (to  British  eyes)  title  of  the 
“Little  Bugger” — surprising  until  the 
American  term  “bug”  for  insect  is  re¬ 
called. 

Necessary  in  U.K.? 

Anyway,  the  point  is  that  the  service 
is  obviously  essential  out  there,  where 
it  was  born.  I  have  still  to  be  con¬ 
vinced  that  conditions  over  here  have 
made  it  necessary  to  try  to  import  the 
idea  into  Great  Britain  as  a  service 
to  be  carried  out  automatically. 

Petrol  prices  ancf  the  dealer’s  profit 
?  varies  from  province  to  province.  In 
r  Montreal  I  understood  that  the  gross 
,  profit  is  three  cents  on  the  retail  price 
;of  45  cents  a  gallon,  which  is  only 
6.6  per  cent,  gross,  compared  with  8.8 
'  per  cent,  over  here.  There,  the  dealers 
reckon  that  it  just  pays  for  rent,  and 
they  regard  it  almost  as  a  “loss- 
'  leader.”  One  glaring  notice  I  saw 
advertised  four  cents  off  the  retail 
price.  A  loss-leader  indeed! 


A  point  in  manufacturer-dealer  re¬ 
lationships  which  will  particularly  in¬ 
terest  British  repairers,  is  the  manu¬ 
facturer’s  attitude  towards  recon¬ 
ditioned  units  that  are  defective.  Our 
recent  Terse  Talk  calling  for  a  re¬ 
vision  of  the  present  rule  on  paying 
for  fitting  charges  came  into  focus 
again  when  I  learned  that  American 
manufacturers  willingly  pay  the  fitting 
charge  for  a  second  unit  if  the  first 
one  supplied  goes  wrong,  and  will  even 
pay  for  the  hire  of  another  vehicle 
while  the  customer’s  car  is  out  of  com¬ 
mission. 

“Qualifications”  not  needed 

Canadian  garagists  are  also  lucky — 
in  my  opinion — in  not  having  to  pro¬ 
vide  so-many  square  feet  of  floor 
space,  or  so-much  equipment,  before 
they  can  get  trade  terms.  Free  motor 
trade  enterprise  is  therefore  really 
free.  But,  as  I  said,  that  is  my 
opinion,  and  I  don’t  anticipate  much 
agreement  with  it. 

Something  has  already  been  said  in 
this  journal  about  the  car-selling  side 
and  how,  while  the  prevailing  slump 
is  on,  dealers  are  making  all  sorts  of

Damage  to  Van  in  Garage  Alleged 


Judgment  for  owner,  £40  and  coats 


^'Deplorable  treatment” 

Allegations  that  a  van  received 
"such  deplorable  treatment”  in  a  gar¬ 
age  that  It  was  only  fit  for  scrap  were 
made  at  the  Bradford  County  Court,  when 
Wilfred  Henry  Moulson,  an  electrical  con¬ 
tractor,  Tichborne  Road,  Bradford,  claimed 
£130  damages  from  Harold  Heaton.  Ltd., 
Clayton,  Bradford. 

Mr.  Geoffrey  Baker,  for  the  plaintiff,  said 
that  the  vehicle  was  left  standing  outside 
the  garage  without  any  protection.  It  was 
not  locked  up,  and  a  large  number  of  parts 
was  missing.  As  a  result,  the  value  of  the 
▼an  was  reduced  from  £150  to  about  £70. 

Giving  evidence.  Mr.  Moulson  said  he 
bought  the  van  in  1947  and  had  it  con¬ 
verted  into  a  shooting  brake.  In  1049.  he 
had  it  overhauled  In  Leeds  at  a  cost  of  £35. 
During  a  Journey  from  Leeds,  trouble  de¬ 
veloped  in  the  gearbox,  and  in  May  last  he 
arranged  for  Harold  Heaton,  Ltd.,  to  repair 
the  van.  A  representative  of  the  firm  said 
the  van  would  be  ready  in  three  weeks. 

It  was  not  ready,  and  when  witness 
passed  the  garage  some  weeks  later,  he  saw 
the  van  outside.  ‘T  found  It  in  a  dlsgrare- 
ful  condition,”  said  Mr.  Moulson.  “The 


tyres  were  flat,  and  the  speedometer  head, 
the  clock,  and  the  starting  handle,  were 
missing. 

“Later,  I  found  that  the  engine  had 
rusted  and  seized  up  and  the  gearbox,  valve 
housing,  battery  and  gear  change  lever  were 
missing.” 

John  Thomas  Robinson.  Manager  of  the 
Clayton  garage  of  Harold  Heaton,  Ltd.,  said 
that  when  he  learned  the  age  of  the  van 
he  told  Mr.  Moulson  it  was  not  worth  re¬ 
pairing  because  a  new  gearbox  would  be 
too  costly.  As  far  as  he  knew,  the  parts 
mentioned  were  missing  when  the  van  was 
delivered  to  the  garage. 

The  van  was  a  1934  model.  He  did  not 
put  the  van  in  the  garage  because  of  lack 
of  storage  space.  If  it  had  been  in  working 
order,  he  would  have  valued  it  at  £40.  Judge 
B.  R.  Rlce-Jones  gave  Judgment  for  the 
plaintiff  for  £40  and  costs. 
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fantastic  offers  of  “free”  petrol  and 
such  things  as  refrigerators  to  buyers 
of  their  cars.  That  sort  of  thing  looks 
strange  to  British  eyes,  but  we  must 
remember  that  that  is  the  Canadian 
way  of  doing  business,  and  they  seem 
to  like  it.  And  it  is  obviously  not 
without  its  attractions  for  our  present 
British  Government! 

Cars  leased  by  year 

One  way  of  selling  motoring  which 
is  increasing  in  popularity  is  the  sys¬ 
tem  of  leasing  cars  by  the  year.  Cana¬ 
dian  Auto  Rentals,  Ltd.,  of  Toronto, 
have  a  typical  scheme  in  which  they 
offer  a  brand-new  Austin  A40  four- 
door  saloon  for  12  months,  during 
which  time  the  buyer  gets  “free”  (as 
they  call  it)  repairs,  oiling,  greasing 
and  Insurance,  and! another  new  veh¬ 
icle  at  the  end  of  the  year.  No  down 
payment  is  demanded,  no  interest  is 
Charged,  and  there  are  no  finance 


charges.  Payment  is  worked  out  on  a 
monthly  basis,  the  monthly  charge 
being  about  £22. 

Well,  there  it  is.  Obviously,  much 
more  could  be  written  about  a  country 
as  vast  as  Canada.  I  could,  for  in¬ 
stance,  talk  about  the  many  strong 
and  sincere  appeals  that  were  made 
to  us  by  leading  Canadian  business 
men  to  export  British  people,  British 
brains  and  British  capital  to  the  vast 
and  as  yet  largely  undeveloped 
country.  But  I  have  deliberately  kept 
this  brief  account  to  those  points  of 
comparison  which  should  interest  the 
British  motor  trade,  because  space  is 
limited,  and  we  have  so  much  to  re¬ 
cord  of  our  home  affairs. 

But  one  final  word  is  due,  and  that 
is  to  say  “Thank  You”  once  again  to 
the  Austin  Motor  Co.,  Ltd.,  for  making 
the  trip  possible  and  thus  enabling  me 
to  pass  on  these  few  impressions  to 
readers  of  “The  G.  and  M.A.”

Steel-lined  pit 

An  attractive  and  efficient-look¬ 
ing  service  bay  which  they 
regard  as  an  advertisement  for 
their  work  and  facilities  generally  is 
to  be  seen  at  Sevenoaks,  Kent,  at  the 
premises  of  Sennocke  Engineering  Co., 
litd.,  Ford  and  Fordson  main  dealers. 

The  bay  is  used  in  conjunction  with 
the  Ford  Make-Sure  contract  main¬ 
tenance  service,  which  the  firm  oper¬ 
ate,  but  although  it  more  or  less  pays 
its  way,  it  is  not  regarded  as  a  profit- 
maker,  the  advertisement  angle  being 
the  underlying  policy. 

Built  in  1939,  the  bay  is  a  V.  L. 
Churchill  job,  comprising  a  steel-lined 
pit  with  two  runways  providing 
capacity  for  two  large  vehicles  or  four 
smaller  ones. 

Gear  oil,  penetrating  oil.  and  grease 
is  pressure-supplied  to  the  pit.  while 
on  the  surface  and  against  the  wall  is 
a  Churchill  lubricating  battery. 

An  air  tower  is  located  between  the 
two  runways.  The  pit  has  fluorescent 
lighting  for  under-vehicle  work. 


On  the  left,  and  partitioned  off.  is  a 
large  washing  bay,  equipped  with 
Weaver  foam  and  Churchill  high- 
pressure  units. 

Although  the  bay  is  used  in  con¬ 
junction  with  the  Ford  Make-Sure 
service,  individual  service  jobs  are 
carried  out.  the  general  charge  for 
these  being  7s.  6d. 

When  the  bay  was  installed  in  1939, 
a  10-minute  service  was  offered,  but 
changed  conditions  have  ruled  this 
out  in  post-war  years — although  there 
is  still  a  notice  with  an  arrow  pointing 
to  a  waiting  room  and  Inviting  cus¬ 
tomers  to  smoke  a  cigarette  while 
their  car  is  serviced. 

This  10-minute  service  required  two 
men,  one  on  top  and  one  underneath, 
and  always  free  to  start  on  a  car  as 
soon  as  it  came  in.  Present-day 
labour  problems  alone  have  therefore 
been  enough  to  change  this,  but  Sen¬ 
nocke  Engineering  still  take  pride  in 
the  speed  and  efficiency  of  their  ser¬ 
vice,  which,  they  say,  has  brought 
many  a  job  into  their  workshops.

55  per  cent,  of  those  in  use  in  the  world  in  1950 
were  pre-war  models 


70,400,000  vehicles  in  world 

Average  Ufe  of  a  car  to-day  is  14  years. 
A  quarter  of  a  century  ago,  cars  were 
scrapped  after  years  of  use  with 
only  25.750  miles  on  their  speedometers,  but 
to-day  the  average  car  is  driven  120,500 
miles  before  being  scrapyped. 

This  is  one  of  the  thousands  of  facts 
about  the  world’s  motor  industries  men¬ 
tioned  in  the  1951  edition  of  “Automobile 
Pacts  and  Plgures,”  the  year-book  published 
by  the  Automobile  Manufacturers’  Associa¬ 
tion.  in  Detroit. 

Most  of  the  statistics  relate  to  cars  and 
other  vehicles  in  the  United  States,  which 
produced  76  per  cent,  of  the  world’s  motor 
output  last  year,  and  which  has  49,176,796 
out  of  the  total  of  70,400,000  motor  vehicles 
registered  throughout  the  world.  Last 
year’s  world  motor  production,  it  says, 
totalled  10,577,426  vehicles  of  all  types. 

But  In  spite  of  this  high  rate  of  produc¬ 
tion,  55  per  cent,  of  the  cars  in  use  through¬ 
out  the  world  in  1950  were  pre-war  models, 
the  average  age  being  nearly  eight  years, 
compared  with  Si  years  in  1941. 

One  million  commercial  vehicles,  14  years 
old  or  more,  were  in  use.  Average  c^e  of 
a  commercial  vehicle  in  1950  was  seven 
years. 

Britain,  according  to  this  booklet,  has  one 


car  or  commercial  vehicle  to  every  14  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  population.  Russia  has  one 
motor  to  75  people,  India  has  one  to  1,243 
people,  and  China  has  one  to  8.745  people. 

'The  United  States  has  the  greatest  motor 
vehicle  population  of  them  all.  with  one 
motor  to  every  3.1  people.  ’There  are 
3,955,351  private  cars  in  California  alone — 
more  than  all  the  cars  in  South  and  Central 
America,  Asia.  Africa  and  Oceania. 

They  drive  to  work 

Nearly  half  the  employed  people  in  the 
United  States  use  a  car  in  connection  with 
their  work.  .4  total  of  22,000,000  U.S.  cars 
are  used  each  week  for  earning  a  living  and 
16.000,000  for  shopping. 

Two-thirds  of  all  households  in  the  United 
States  own  cars  and  the  typical  car  is  driven 
32  miles  on  an  average  winter  day.  Biggest 
car-owning  community  is  the  agricultural 
community. 

The  average  annual  mileage  per  car 
decreases  with  age,  from  12,260  in  the  first 
year  to  5,890  for  1937  and  earlier  models. 
Annual  mileage  also  tends  to  be  higher  in 
bigger  cities. 

Surveys  by  city  traffic  engineers  in  35 
cities  show  that  74.1  per  cent,  of  people 
travel  by  car  and  25.9  per  cent,  by  public 
transport. — B.U.P. 


Britain  Losing  Swiss  Car  Market 


Germany  gaining  ground 

ERMANY  exported  almost  four  times 
as  many  cars  to  Switzerland  during 
April,  May,  June  and  July,  as  Britain 
did,  according  to  figures  just  published  by 
the  Swiss  Federal  Customs  Bureau. 

Britain’s  loss  of  the  Swiss  market  was 
particularly  drastic  among  the  lighter 
models,  weighing  up  to  about  15cwt.  Ger¬ 
many  supplied  3,126  cars  in  this  category 
during  the  four-month  period,  while  Britain 
sent  only  291. 

Swiss  Customs  figures  for  cars  weighing 
less  than  800  kilograms  are:  April,  656  Ger¬ 
man.  70  British;  May,  1,301  German.  77 
British;  June.  851  German,  71  British;  July, 
318  German,  73  British.

April,  811  German,  310  British;  May,  704 
German,  303  British;  June,  623  German.  406

L 
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A  matter  of  business 

N  Victorian  times  it  may  have  been 
sound  enough  for  the  business  man 
not  to  meddle  with  politics.  Now, 
however,  they  meddle  so  much  with 
him  that  he  is  bound  to  concern  him¬ 
self.  Every  one  of  us  in  the  motor  in¬ 
dustry  has  the  best  of  reasons  for 
knowing  that  this  is  so.  Hence,  this 
column’s  Justlflcation  for  temporarily 
devoting  Itself  to  the  subject.  It  is  as 
well  to  look  back  upon  what  has  hap¬ 
pened  in  Britain  since  the  Election  of 
1945.  The  Social  Revolution  has  come 
upon  us,  but  that  is  a  matter  to  be 
got  into  its  right  perspective.  It  had 
its  beginnings  before  the  recent  war— 
and  even  prior  to  1914— and  was  an 
inevitable  development.  It  followed 
the  Industrial  Revolution  of  the  last 
century,  just  as  that  naturally  arose 
out  of  the  Agrarian  Revolution.  That 
it  came  to  such  flowering  when  the 
Socialists  were  in  power  was  largely 
coincidental.  Labour  certainly  culti¬ 
vated  the  plant  assiduously,  and  not 
without  effect,  but  its  growing  was  due 
primarily  to  circumstances  rather 
than  party  activities. 

Losses  and  gains 

NE  says  this  not  to  belittle  Labour 
achievements,  but  rather  to 
make  it  clear  that  the  Social 
Revolution  is  something  that  must  be 
accepted.  We  may  dispute  certain 
manifestations  of  it,  question 
methods,  and  both  can  be  reformed. 
But  the  fundamental  thing  is  not 
really  a  party  matter  at  all.  Any 
revolution,  however  desirable  on  the 
balance,  produces  losses  as  well  as 
gains.  That  happened  in  Britain  in 
the  nineteenth  century,  and  is  being 
repeated  In  the  twentieth.  What  we 


have  accordingly  to  do  is  to  seek  to 
minimise  those  losses;  to  safeguard 
things  of  value  that  seem  to  be  threa¬ 
tened.  and  to  see  to  it,  particularly, 
that  we  keep  faith  with  our  national 
tradition.  Entirely  incompatible  with 
that  is,  for  Instance,  the  class  war  that 
some  of  to-day’s  politicians  do  no¬ 
thing  to  deprecate,  and  even  incline  to 
promote.  At  this  point  it  seems  only 
proper  to  remark  upon  certain  trends 
that  are  now  apparent  in  the  make¬ 
up  of  the  Labour  party.  One  is  that 
its  control  has  already  largely  passed 
from  the  hands  of  trade  unionists,  who 
were  once  manual  workers,  into  those 
of  brainy  young  men  with  a  Win¬ 
chester  and  Oxford  background  or  its 
near  equivalent.  Secondly,  it  is  no 
more  than  fair  to  say  that  some  of 
yesterday’s  idealists  have  developed 
into  very  pushful  careerists.  The  suc¬ 
cessful  Socialist  politician  is  apt  to  be 
glinty  rather  than  starry-eyed. 

Liberty  the  tai^et 

HAT  should  be  the  political 
objective  of  every  business  man 
and,  more  importantly,  of 
every  patriotic  citizen?  It  can,  I 
think,  be  very  simply  put  by  saying 
that  it  must  be  to  maintain,  and 
where  necessary  to  restore,  the  great¬ 
ness  of  Britain.  That  is  the  main  aim. 
the  preservation  of  our  way  of  life 
being  an  incidental,  even  though  an 
essential  one.  And  I  further  believe 
that  we  can  be  truly  great  only  if  we 
are  free.  There  is,  at  any  rate  for  us, 
nc  other  way.  All  British  achieve¬ 
ment,  in  every  sphere,  has  been  the 
result  of  free  enterprise;  the  work  of 
sometimes  stormy  individualism.  That 
happens  to  be  the  method  by  which 
we  get  things  done,  whether  the  floppy 
intellectuals  and  more  alert  job¬ 
seekers  like  it  or  not.  Our  breed 
somehow  fails  to  thrive  under  regula¬ 
tion,  control,  and  direction,  and  I  say 
thank  goodness  to  that.

Two  Weeks’  Holiday  With  Pay 

Sir, — I  have  been  awaiting  In  the  Motor 
Trade  Parliament  some  remarks  about  the 
Motor  Agents'  Association  letter  regarding 
the  award  of  two  weeks’  holiday  with  i>ay 
to  all  employees. 

What  is  this  country  coming  to?  We  are 
In  a  trade,  pay  our  rates,  taxes  and  all  over¬ 
head  expenses,  but  we  are  not  free  to  run 
our  business  as  and  how  we  like. 

Where  is  all  this  money  ocaning  from  for 
two  weeks’  free  holidays?  I,  for  one,  have 
Always  paid  all  my  staff  and  given  one  week’s 
Ikollday  with  pay  for  the  last  20  years,  long 
before  we  were  dictated  to.  But  to  inform 
us  that  we  must  pay  for  two  weeks  is  getting 
to  my  mind  above  a  Joke. 

What  about  the  firms  who  cannot  afford 
tO'imy  their  men  for  two  weeks,  when  no 
work  is  coming  in?  Can  any  level-headed 
aaan  inform  me  how  one  can  draw  out  from 
the  bank  without  paying  in?  The  associa¬ 
tion’s  representatives  are  not  business  men, 
because  to  my  mind  it  cannot  be  done. 

Some  builders  have  stamp  cards,  which 
they  put  on  each  week  for  their  men  for 
holidays,  but  there  is  a  weekly  deduction 
ftom  their  wages. 

Another  point.  Can  someone  let  me  know 
how  they  can  close  down  their  workshop  for 
two  weeks?  What  is  going  to  happen  to 
gustomers  who  require  service  during  this 
period? 

As  far  as  letting  off  a  few  at  a  time,  I  have 
tried  to  work  this  out.  But  taking  into 
Account  managers,  foremen,  stores  staff, 
office  staff  and  myself,  we  wlU  be  on  holidays 
all  the  year. 

You  have  staff  now  who  have  wives  who 
work,  and  they  turn  round  and  tell  you 
when  they  want  their  holidays,  rather  more 
than  they  have  in  the  pfwt.  But,  as  far  as 
I  am  concerned,  from  now  onwards  my  staff, 
who  are  very  well  treated,  will  take  their 
holidays  when  I  say  so. 

I  would  also  like  to  hear  frtmr  s<Mneohe 


high  up  aix>ut  the  men  like  myself,  who  do 
not  pay  the  rates  of  wages  as  laid  down  by 
the  wages  agreement,  but  Who  pay  a  much 
higher  one.  Every  man  in  my  employment 
Is  on  an  upstanding  wage.  His  wage  packet 
is  the  same  52  weeks  of  the  year.  If  busy  he 
gets  stuck  into  it;  if  slack  he  finds  some  shop 
Jobs  to  do.  But  no  one  is  ever  on  short  time 
or  paid  off  during  slack  periods.  No  one  Is 
any  worse  off  if  away  ill;  wages  are  still  paid 
in  full.  Have  the  association  ever  considered 
the  position  of  employers  in  such  circum¬ 
stances  when  starting  Hitler  methods  of 
“You  must  do  this;  you  must  do  that’’? 

I  would  like  to  have  nothing  to  do  with 
any  trade  unions,  any  N.J.I.C.  My  men  are 
treated  as  I  treat  my  staff.  In  such  cases  if 
one  pays  and  treats  one’s  employees  on  such 
a  level  and  the  men  agree,  then  all  arrange¬ 
ments  should  be  left  to  ourselves  to  see  to 
when  it  comes  to  holidays,  etc. 

I  Shall  be  Interested  to  hear  from  other 
traders  on  this  subject  and  to  have  an  obser¬ 
vation  from  some  of  the  higher-ups,  looking 
at  the  iTosltion  from  my  side  and  not  from 
the  side  of  the  ones  who  try  to  get  as  much 
as  they  can  from  employees  the  cheapest 
and  hardest  way.

Historical  Tyre 

Sir, — I  was  much  interested  In  the  letter 
in  your  issue  of  the  25th  instant  by  my  old 
friend  Mr.  Arthur  Salmon  in  respect  of  the 
wlred-on  tyre  patented  by  Mr.  C.  K.  Welch. 

The  spelling  is  quite  correct  and  I  well 
remember  all  its  predecessors,  the  most  for¬ 
midable  of  which  was  the  Clincher  tyre 
made  by  the  North  British  Rubber  Co.,  Ltd. 
At  that  time,  beaded  edges  were  popular.  In 
addition  there  were  a  large  number  of  de- 
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vices  which  failed  to  weather  the  storm  of 
competition  from  one  well-known  manufac¬ 
turer  who  aimed  at  monopoly  and  got  it. 

Having  had  racing  experience,  I  came  to 
the  conclusion  that  the  tyre  which  was 
necwer  perfection  than  any  other  was  a  light 
roadster,  or  racing  pattern  Palmer  tyre  with 
beaded  edges  and  narrow  rim,  enabling  the 
manufacturer  to  turn  out  a  tyre  with  a  lar¬ 
ger  proportion  of  the  air  outside  the  peri¬ 
phery  of  the  wheel  than  any  other  make.

Lesson  from  America 

AST  year  Britain  sent  a  team  of 
investigators  to  the  U.SJV.  to 
look  into  American  methods  of 
handling  transport.  As  would  be  ex¬ 
pected,  the  party  included  trade. union 
representatives.  Their  report,  if  per- 
ha:>s  rather  belatedly  published,  con¬ 
tains  a  number  of  interesting  points. 

Among  other  things,  the  team  are  fuUy 
persuaded  that  what  our  country  needs  Is 
further  mechanisation  in  order  to  cut  out 
uneconomic  hard  labour.  To  take  only  one 
Instance,  we  should  be  making  greater  use 
of  the  fork  truck. 

That  recommendation  Is  both  significant 
and  encouraging.  The  intelligent  trade 
unionist  of  to-day  is  indeed  far  removed 
from  the  machine-breaker  of  a  century  ago. 
He  has  the  sense  to  realise  that  the  manual 
worker  stands  to  benefit,  rather  than  suffer, 
from  the  introduction  of  laboiu*-saving 
methods.  Mechanical  handling  has  made  a 
satisfactory  start  In  Britain.  But  a  great 
deal  of  further  development  is  obviously 
still  to  follow. 

Wanted,  a  seryice 

The  purchase  of  a  caravan  has  solved  not 
a  few  people’s  housing  problems.  Others 
have  converted  old  bus  bodies  into  dwellings, 
and  many  more  would  do  so  but  for  the 
difificulties  that  officialdom  places  In  their 
way.  Broadly,  it  may  be  said  that  it  is  an 
easy  matter  for  a  caravan  owner  to  find  a 
site  on  which  he  can  live  unmolested,  but 
an  almost  impossible  one  if  the  proposed 
home  is  a  discarded  pa.v. 

The  procedure  for  obtaining  a  permit  in 
this  sort  of  case,  or  for  trying  to,  is  apt 
to  be  much  too  long  drawn  out.  It  is 
impossible  to  believe  that  all  the  procras¬ 
tination  is  necessary,  and  it  could  be  a 
serious  matter  for  some  applicants.  Leav¬ 
ing  that  aside,  however,  the  final  objection 
of  the  authorities  to  bus  dwellings  is  usu¬ 
ally  on  the  grounds  of  amenity,  and  that 
is  deemed  decisive  in  most  cases.  About 
that,  one  feels  that  it  is  time  for  the  motor 
trade  to  take  a  hand. 

We  may  agree  with  the  official  policy 
trying  to  prevent  any  addition  to  the  eye-

sores  that  already  disfigure  the  face  of  the 
country  in  so  many  places.  It  is  perhaps 
beside  the  point  that  there  is  no  control  at 
all  over  the  erection  of  some  types  of  mon¬ 
strosity;  also  that  in  this  matter  Govern¬ 
ment  departments  are  apt  to  be  the  worst 
offenders,  and  that  by  a  very  long  way.  The 
objection  is  reasonable,  but  there  is  surely 
an  obvious  way  round  it.  which  is  to  con¬ 
vert  and  modify  bus  bodies  in  such  a  way 
as  to  make  them  fit  in  more  readily  with  the 
landscape. 

How  that  can  be  done  is  possibly  a  prob¬ 
lem  for  the  architect  rather  than  the  coach- 
work  specialist.  However  that  may  be, 
there  is  clearly  an  opening  for  any  concern 
that  can  titivate  and  tlnker-up  any  old  bus 
body  to  the  point  where  inspecting  officials 
cannot  do  anything  but  pass  it.  This  is  a 
service  that  is  wanted.  Anyone  properly 
equipped  to  provide  it  should  be  sure  of 
getting  all  the  business  he  can  comfortably 
handle,  and,  without  doubt,  for  a  very  long 
time  to  ccwne.

PETROL  ‘CONCESSION’  CLIPPED  BY  A  FARTHING 


COMPANIES’  RISING  COSTS  IS  REASON 


“AS  YOr  WERE” 

PETROL  retailers  learned  last  Thursday 
(although  the  news  Inadvertently 
“broke”  in  some  dally  newspapers  on 
the  Tuesday),  of  the  petrol  companies’  de¬ 
cision  to  reduce  by  two-thirds  the  “spot 
concession”  introduced  in  mid-19S0  on  all 
deliveries  of  motor  spirit. 

In  other  words,  the  concession  of  three- 
eighths  pence  per  gallon  on  the  wholesale 
schedule  price  of  petrol  has  heen  lowered 
by  one  farthing  to  one-eighth  of  a  penny. 

Effects  of  the  farthing  increase  in  the 
retailer’s  gross  margin  recently  granted  by 
the  Fuel  Minister  have  therefore  been  can¬ 
celled  out,  and  the  petrol'  profit  situation 
Is  therefore  "as  you  were”  before  the  official 
Increase  was  made. 

In  terms  of  percentages,  the  reduction 
means  that  the  retailer’s  gross  margin  has 
been  lowered  by  .6  per  cent.  The  “official” 
gross  of  3}d.  on  petrol  sold  at  3s.  6id.  a 
gallon  is  8.8  per  cent.  With  the  companies’ 
■three-eighths  i>ence  added,  the  gross  was  9.7 
per  cent.,  and  this  has  now  been  reduced 
to  9.1  per  cent,  with  the  removal  of  the 
Xarthing. 

Reason  for  the  reduction  is.  as  might  be 
expected,  the  familiar  one  of  rising  costs. 
Since  last  year’s  “war”  between  the  com¬ 
panies.  which  resulted  in  the  granting  of 
the  three-eighths  rebate,  petrol  distribution 
costs  have  risen  considerably. 


should  have  been  taken  earlier  this  year, 
but  that  It  was  deferred  as  long  as  possible 
so  as  to  allow  the  fullest  advantage  to 
dealers  from  the  higher  summer  sales. 

When  “The  G.  and  M.A.”  asked  whether 
the  reduction  was  in  the  nature  of  an  offset 
to  increased  company  costs  caused  by  the 
“premises  refurbishing”  part  of  the  100  per 
cent,  representation  policy,  the  reply  was 
in  all  cases  an  emphatic  denial.  It  was 
emphasised  that  “general  economic  circum¬ 
stances”  have  forced  the  companies’  hands 
in  the  one  case,  and  that  the  question  of 
representation  was  “an  Independent  part  of 
their  policy,  based  on  long-term  plans.” 

It  is  understood  that  the  100  per  cent, 
representation  policy  has  not  so  far  resulted 
in  any  appreciable  saving  in  distribution 
costs. 

Petrol  is  likely  to  be  very  much  in  the 
news  during  the  next  few  weeks.  Owing  to 
the  situation  in  Persia,  riunour  has  been 
busy  forecasting  a  retxirn  of  petrol  ration¬ 
ing,  and  the  possibility  certainly  cannot  be 
ignored.  The  necessary  paper  machinery 
for  operating  a  rationing  scheme  has  been 
ready  for  some  months.

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DROP  IN  DUPLE  PROFITS 

f’llAIRMAN  EXPLAINS  DIFFICLLTIES 

Difficulties  and  setbacks  which  the  com¬ 
pany  encountered  during  the  past  year  were 
mainly  responsible  for  the  drop  in  the  nett 
profit  of  Duple  Motor  Bodies,  Ltd.,  from 
£111,073  in  1950  to  £46,880  for  the  year 
ended  March  31st  last.  The  ordinary  divi¬ 
dend  has  also  been  cut  from  20  to  12i  per 
cent. 

In  his  statement,  the  chairman  recalled 
that  last  year  he  told  stockholders  that  new 
types  of  chassis  being  produced  by  the 
manufacturers  had  called  for  considerable 
changes  in  the  design  of  nearly  all  types 
of  passenger  vehicles.  In  consequence,  the 
transition  period  would  be  reflected  in  the 
company’s  factory.

Another  wage  claim  for  a  "substantial” 
advance  to  employees  in  the  motor  vehicle 
retail  and  repairing  trade  has  been  put  for¬ 
ward  by  the  trade  unions  concerned. 

This  follows  the  request  for  a  rise  of 
20.S.  a  week  to  workers  in  the  general  engin¬ 
eering  Industry  made  recently  by  their  trade 
unions,  which,  of  course,  does  not  apply  to 
the  motor  repairing  Industry. 

The  trade  unions  have  also  asked  for  an 
adjustment  to  the  seven-day-working-week 
"differential.”

employeeis  In  repair  shops  where  the  work 
Is  spresid  over  seven  days  per  week,  each 
employee  being  allowed  one  day  off  per  week.

SAFETY  TUBE  DEMONSTRATED 

RESULTS  OF  TESTS  AT  KRISTOL 
A  further  demonstration  of  the  safety 
properties  of  the  Goodyear  Lifeguard  tube 
was  given  at  Lulsgate  Aerodxixne,  near 
Bristol,  recently. 

This  tube,  which  was  fully  described  in 
the  September  2nd,  1950,  issue  of  “The  G. 
and  M.A.,'’  consists  of  an  inner  air  chamber 
and  two-ply  inner  tyre  inside  a  normal  tube. 

Should  a  tyre  burst,  the  air  is  retained  for 
sufficient  time  in  the  inner  tube  to  support 
the  load  and  keep  the  tyre  on  the  rim  imtll 
the  oar  has  been  brought  to  a  standstill. 

Before  Bristol  Chief  Constable  Sir  Charles 
Maly  and  representatives  of  the  Devon,  Dor¬ 
set  and  Somerset  xmlice,  cars  fitted  with 
Lifegxiard  tubes  were  driven  at  60  m.p.h. 
over  steel  spikes  which  pierced  both  the 
tyres  and  the  tubes,  and  were  then  brought 
to  rest  without  swerving  from  their  course. 

Subsequently,  dynamite  oaxts  were  used  to 
blow  open  the  tyres  'when  the  cars  were 
travelling  at  sx>eed,  but  again  without  effect 
on  their  handling.  One  set  of  Lifeguard 
tubes  used  for  the  demonstration  were 
stated  to  have  covered  some  50,000  miles  in 
all,  but  stiU  performed  their  task  of  sup¬ 
porting  the  car  when  the  tyres  burst.

The  Ministry  stated  that  the  purpose  of 
the  higher  prices  was  mainly  to  stimulate 
the  collection  of  ferrous  scrap  now  in 
urgent  need  owing  to  the  decline  in  supplies 
of  Imported  scrap,  and  the  great  Importance 
of  Increasing  steel  production.

EIGHTY-SEYEN  STUDENTS  AT  ST.  CATHARINE’S  COLLEGE 


FIFTH  IN  SERIES 

Students  from  all  branches  of  the 
motor  Industry  attended  this  year’s 
Summer  School  of  the  Institute  of  the 
Motor  Industry,  Inc.,  which  was  held  during 
the  past  week  at  St.  Catharine's  College, 
Cambridge. 

The  actual  number  who  took  the  course 
was  87,  and  this  constituted  a  record  for 
the  school,  even  surpassing  those  years  when 
It  was  of  a  fortnight’s  duration  with  separ¬ 
ate  attendances  each  week. 

At  the  ooenlng  dinner  last  Saturday  even¬ 
ing  the  chair  was  taken  by  President 
Stanley  S.  Dawes,  of  the  Institute,  and  the 
chief  guest  and  speaker  was  Sir  Robert  s. 
Wood,  K.B.E.,  C.B.,  M.A.,  Principal  of  South¬ 
ampton  University  College. 

In  the  absence  of  the  Master,  the  students 
were  welcomed  to  Cambridge  In  a  witty 
speech  by  C.  R.  Benstead,  Steward  of  St. 
Catharine’s  College.  He  briefly  outlined  the 
history  of  the  college,  which  was  founded 
In  1473,  and  kept  his  audience  In  constant 
good  humour  by  references  to  the  doleful 
conditions  under  which  undergraduates 
lived  In  the  university  In  former  years  as 
compared  with  the  amenities  they  enjoyed 
to-day. 

But  there  was  one  good  thing  to  be  re¬ 
membered  aiHUit  the  old  days,  he  said. 
"That  was  wlien  one  wanted  a  car,  one  could 
g<t  into  a  showroom  and  buy  one." 

NEED  FOR  HIGHER  EDUCATION 
Mr.  Dawes,  on  behalf  of  the  Council  of 
the  Institute,  welcomed  the  students  to  the 
flfth  year  of  the  I.M.I.  Summer  School,  and 
mentioned  that  some  were  there  that  even¬ 
ing  who  had  attended  every  one  of  the  pre¬ 
vious  schools. 

Not  only  did  such  schools  engender  a  very 
friendly  atmosphere,  but  they  provided  an 
efficient  education  to  flt  them  for  their  re¬ 
spective  duties  In  life,  he  added. 

Stressing  the  need  for  higher  education 
In  the  motor  Industry.  Mr.  Dawes  empha¬ 
sised  that  the  Institute’s  Summer  School 
could  do  much  more  in  that  direction  than 
It  was  doing  at  present.  It  oifered  to  the 
industry  something  of  unique  value. 

Introducing  Sir  Robert  Wood,  the  Presi¬ 
dent  said  that  Sir  Robert,  as  Principal,  had 
been  responsible  for  extending  the  facilities 


of  the  Southampton  Technical  College  for 
the  training  of  apprentices  and  mechanics 
in  the  motor  trade. 

Referring  to  the  value  of  higher  educa¬ 
tional  training.  Sir  Robert  said  that  all  who 
were  present  were  there  because  they  be¬ 
lieved  In  the  value  of  higher  education.  It 
was  the  first  time  he  had  ever  opened  a 
Summer  School  In  his  40  years’  experience 
of  education,  originally  as  a  civil  servant 
in  the  Board  of  Education,  and  later  In  the 
Ministry  of  Education. 

The  motor  Industry,  he  went  on,  was  a 
subject  which  offered  realistic  material  for 
any  speech.  The  internal  combustion  en¬ 
gine  had  been  the  most  revolutionary  de¬ 
velopment  In  the  last  40  years,  and  it  had 
brought  about  a  complete  change  In  the 
industry  since  the  first  World  War.  Nowa¬ 
days,  the  motor  industry  occupied  the  posi¬ 
tion  of  exemplifying  to  industry  In  general 
the  most  modern  methods  of  production. 

During  the  evening.  Mr.  Dawes  announced 
that  this  year’s  subject  for  the  essay  com¬ 
petition  for  the  Alexander  Duckham  Mem¬ 
orial  Trophy  would  be  “Is  General  Higher 
Education  of  Value  to  Executives  in  Busi¬ 
ness?”

Later,  the  production  people  were 
in  hysterics,  and  an  expeditionary 
force  was  out  looking  for  the  progress 
fellow.  In  his  absence  curses  were 
being  heaped  upon  him.  They  were 
mild  to  the  ones  let  off  when  he  was 
found  and  pointed  out  that  the  parts 
were  there  before  the  works  had 
opened  for  production. 

Two  views  of  “progress” 

Theoretically,  progress  is  a  depart¬ 
ment  that  spends  all  its  time  on  its 
toes.  Down  in  the  works,  the  low- 
minded  brats  think  progress  spends 
parts  of  its  time  playing  at  poker, 
sipping  tea.  or  looking  for  an  alibi. 
You  garaglsts  may  not  follow  me,  but 
don’t  worry,  factory-based  readers  are 
well  ahead. 

Another  note  here  is  of  a  conversa¬ 
tion  with  folk  directly  concerned,  and 
known  to  me,  on  the 'differences  be¬ 
tween  industrial  workers  of  the  North 
and  of  the  Midlands.  I’ll  put  that  back 
before  it  bites  me! 

Here’s  a  note  about  the  early  inclin¬ 
ing  of  engines  to  give  straight-line 
drive  to  the  rear  axle,  and  the  range 
of  variations  with  overhead  and 
underslung  worm  drives.  And  a  note 
of  experiences  in  paying  for  both  good 
and  bad  work  under  piecework 
systems.  That’s  one  that  bites,  too,  so 
I’ll  put  it  back. 

All  my  own  work 

Another  reminded  me  of  a  particular 
design  where  “centre-point”  steering 
was  obtained  very  carefully  and  put 
in  production.  Not  long  afterwards  it 
was  deliberately  altered  slightly.  I’d 
been  in  the  drawing  office  discussing 
the  matter. 

Ho!  ho!  A  letter  arrived  with  some 
torn  off  tit-bits  of  the  winter’s  desk 
calendar.  It  graces  an  office  of  a 
factory  quite  well  known  to  you.  One 
reads — “Business  is  never  so  healthy 
as  when,  like  a  chicken,  it  must  do  a 
certain  amount  of  scratching  for  what 


it  gets.”  The  other  I  saved  reads — 
“All  free  Governments  are  managed 
by  the  wisdom  and  folly  of  the  people 
— Garfield.” 

Are  you  lost  in  this  lucky  dip?  The 
next  is  just  the  name  of  a  British 
colony  and  one  word.  But  it  brings 
back  clear  memories  of  luncheons 
with  a  man  who  positively  gloated 
over  the  fast  ones  he’d  worked  on  the 
locals.  My  one  reminder  word  is 
“tricks.” 

Torsion  bar  suspension!  A  man  at 
the  last  Motor  Show,  a  blank  stranger, 
leaned  over  my  shoulder  and  said  his 
piece  about  this  “gimcrack”  construc¬ 
tion.  He  was  quite  unaware  of  its 
lengthy  period  of  development.  Later 
it  struck  me  how  easy  it  is  to  be 
critical,  the  less  you  know. 

But  it  was  a  trade  man  who,  in 
addressing  a  meeting,  criticised  the 
cars  in  general  use  by  the  public.  Then 
he  gave  forth  a  bit  of  his  own  private 
Mass  Observation  Data  by  adding— 
“The  farther  North  you  go,  the  poorer 
the  car  condition.” 

Peace  and  war 

Last  night  another  note  was  made 
as  the  result  of  a  chance  conversation. 
A  woman  friend  married  a  country¬ 
man,  after  working  for  several  years 
in  a  very  large  modern  mechanised 
office  belonging  to  a  shipping  concern, 
whose  capital  is  huge. 

Marriage,  in  contrast,  has  taken  her 
to  a  little  village  where  the  quill  pen 
is  still  in  use.  Office  mechanisation  is 
utterly  unknown,  and  part  of  her  con¬ 
versation  relating  to  office  methods 
would  be  over  the  heads  of  the 
listeners.  And  she  was  conveying  to 
me  in  vivid  terms  how  she  sometimes 
goes  back  to  the  office  as  a  visitor, 
and  can  “feel”  the  tension  and  the 
pace.
